The legislatio n, designed to pre­ 
vent tho usands o f mo rtgage-burden­ 
ed ho me o wners in to wns and cities 
fro m lo sing their pro perty, is vir­ 
tually a co unterpart o f the agricul­ 
tural refinancing legislatio n already 
befo re co ngress. 
The bill is being w'hipped speed- 
and I ly Into shape by a gro up o f Demo ­ 
cratic leaders in the senate, co o p­ 
erating with administratio n experts. 
It fo llo ws clo sely the lines o f the 
agricultural refinaiiciiig bill in pro ­ 
viding fo r the issuance o f new lo w- 
interest bearing bo nds in place 
existing mo rtgages. 
The go vernment w'o uld guarantee 
the Interest, but no t the principle, 
and there wo uld be a three year 
mo rato rium o n amo rtizatio n. 
The plan pro vides fo r refinancing 
mo rtgages o n ho mes valued up to 
$20,000, pro vided the principle o f the 
debt did no t exceed SO per cent o f 
the value, o r $16,000. 
In co ntrast with the farm plan, 
the bill no w in the pro cess o f fo r- 
matio ii, wo uld co ver o nly existing 
debts and wo uld no t be used fo r 
new financing.

—.A challenge by Co unty .Atto rney 
Ro bert Organ o f the legality o f an 
interstate shipment o f 3.2 per cent 
beer fro m o ne “wet” state to an­

arrested while driving 600 cases o f 
beer fro m St. Jo seph, Mo ., to Mar­

Strassburg, o f Harwuck, Minn., and 
Charles H. Bartlo w o f Marshill. 
Fo r a time the arrest o f the pair 
pro mised to furnish brew’ers o f the 
natio n an o ppo rtunity to learn defin­ 
itely their transpo rtatio n rights in 
states still barring beer, but Organ’s 
actio n o bviated the necessity of a 
co urt decisio n.

In song 
and story, the tale of the oppress­ 
ion and the deliv erance is rehears­ 
ed. Psalms of thanksgiv iiy strike 
the key-note of the happy occasion. 
The serv ices, interrupted for the 
family dinner, close with a number 
of merry folk songs, expressiv e of 
the character of the celebration.

Phil M. Donnelly, majority leader 
of the senate, said in an address 
today that the present general as­ 
sembly “has been the most ecnoml- 
cal for many years,” and that “ou r 
efforts will show a balance on the 
right side of the ledger.” 
In appealing for “fair and reason­ 
able consideration” of the legisla­ 
tu re’s work , Donnelly said the tax­ 
payers will k now that “we have 
passed legislation that will eventu ­ 
ally be for their relief.” 
After ou tlining the bills design­ 
ed to redu ce the cost of both local 
and state government, which have 
passed both hou ses, Donnelly said: 
“I ask those who may want to 
criticize, where 
has there 
ever 
been su ch a record made 
of 
con­ 
stru ctive legislation by any legisla­ 
tu re in the history of this state- Let 
those who find fau lt point ou t what 
they wou ld have done to mak e more 
economies possible, or grant greater 
relief to the taxpayers and k eep 
within ou r constitu tional limitations. 
“We cannot rewrite the entire 
state government in a few months, 
bu t we can start, as we have start­ 
ed, to pu t into effect a constru ctive 
program that will redu ce the cost of 
both state and cou nty government, 
and when 
the 
legislatu re 
meets 
again we can follow u p and finish 
whatever, if anything, we have left 
u ndone at this time.” 
Discu ssing the action of the sen­ 
ate ways and means committee in 
k illing the lu xu ry sales tax bill in­ 
dorsed by Gov. Gu y B. Park , he 
said: 
“I realize that we will have to 
get revenu e from some other sou rce, 
bu t it is my honest opinion that 
we shou ld wait and see how far the 
redu ction in the expenses of state 
government has gone and see how 
mu ch revenu e will be paid in with­ 
in the next few months, before we 
seek to place another tax of any 
k ind u pon any k ind of bu siness or 
property. For that reason, the com­ 
mittee on ways and means of the 
senate on last Thu rsday refu sed to 
approve the sales tax bill, which 
had been advocated at this time. 
We thou ght it best to wait, and if 
it becomes necessary to get more 
revenu e, that it w'ou ld be better to 
call a special session of the leg­ 
islatu re sometime this fall, when 
we will k now exactly where we are. 
and if it tak es a sales tax to bring 
in the necessary revenu e, then we 
will have to pass it and k now ex­ 
actly where to place the responsi­ 
bility.” 
Asserting that the 
greatest re­ 
lief that will come to the taxpay­ 
er mu st come throu gh redu ction in 
local taxes—cou nty and city—Don­ 
nelly said: “If w'e w^ere to strik e off 
the book the amou nt of state tax­ 
es that the taxpayers pay, it wou ld 
only be 5 cents on the $100 valu ­ 
ation. With this in mind, we have 
tried to bring abou t a redu ction in 
cou nty 
expenditu res, 
by 
passing 
laws to aid the cou nties. . . . We 
have dealt with every cou nty offi­ 
cer who is paid ou t of the cou nty 
revenu e. We have tried to eliminate 
a great deal of the cost of printing, 
and the cost of elections wherever 
possible. We have enacted laws to 
mak e it possible 
for 
the 
cou nty 
cou rts and the cou nty officers to 
redu ce expenses and practice econ­ 
omy. The legislatu re can only go 
so far in these matters, and then 
it is u p to the cou nty officers and 
the cou nty cou rts to pu t these eco­ 
nomies into etffect.” 
Discu ssing state legislation, Don­ 
nelly said he regarded the execu tive 
bu dget law as “one of the best bills 
which we have passed.” Other leg­ 
islation he mentioned inclu ded the 
centralization 
of 
agricu ltu ral 
and 
health activities which, he said, will 
save thou sands of dollars each year 
and wipe ou t “many u seless inspect­ 
ors an dtheir extravagant expense 
accou nts;” and the Jones-Mu nger 
and 
the 
Shotwell-Haymes-Cou rse 
delinq u ent tax bills. 
The present legislatu re, he 
esti­ 
mated, will cost less than $350,000 
compared with $650,000 for the 19 31 
session.

question: How old is the earth? 
The answer: At lea st 1,460,000,000 
y ears. 
It was found 
in the deep 
' rock of the Black Hills of 
South 


1 Dakota. 
The computation may be a mil­ 
lion or 
two out of the way , Dr. 
Sharat K. Roy of the Field 
Mu­ 
seum of Natural History said to­ 
day , but a million y ears is a short 
time in the history of 
the earth. 
The computation is based on the 
rate of disintegration of radio-active 
elements. Other mea sures have been 
proved unstable. 
To illustrate the ripe age which 
the world 
has 
attained, 
Dr. 
Roy 
referred to the skeletons of pre­ 
historic 
life resurrected in 
recent 
y ears by paleontologists. 
The race 
horse Man O’ War, for instance, 
descended 
from 
a 
little 
five-toed 
animal the size of a rabbit. Mil­ 
lions of >ears passed 
before the 
hoofs 
with 
which 
Man 
O’ 
"War 
pounded the turf were developed. 
Periods of Phy sical History 
It has been estimated, Dr. Roy 
pointed 
out, 
that 26,000,000 y ears 
wa s required for a complete change 
in a species of life. Science has di­ 
vided the phy sical history of the 
w'orld into 12 such periods of trans­ 
formation—or a total of 240,000,000 
y ears. 
That figure, however, 
does 
not 
account for the millions of y ears 
which Dr. Roy thinks elapsed be­ 
fore the world teemed with life. 
Dr. Roy , a ssista nt curator of in- 
vettebra te paleontology at the Field 
Museum, reviewed another method 
used earlier in the century to com­ 
pute the w’orld’s age. It w^as based 
upon the rate at which land was 
eroded and deposited in the seas. 
“ By this method,” he said, “ esti­ 
ma tes w’ere made and the earth’s 
age - since

radio-ac­ 
tive elements contained in certain 
rocks and minerals. 
It has given 
ex cellent results in measuring the 
age of the earth.” 
A basis for the sy stem is the 
known rate at which uranium and 
thorium, the parental elements of 
radio-active minerals, are transform­ 
ed through a succession of stages. 
Deep in the rock formations of 
the Black Hills of South 
Dakota 
the scientists measured the ex tent 
to which that mineral transforma­ 
tion 
had 
progressed—just as ani­ 
mal life has progressed through the 
millions 
of 
y ears. 
They 
studied 
particularly the development of a 
substance known as isotope of lead, 
an offshoot of auranium. Fresh and 
primary 
deposits 
of that mineral 
w'ere 
considered

an an indicator of age.

ABANDONING A RAILROAD 


From Lincolu Star. 
Although not unex pected, the action 
of the interstate commerce commission, in 
making a final order permitting the Chi­ 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
to abandon its line fi'om Wynot to Co­ 
burn in Northeastern Nebraska, means a 
ruinous blow at one of the oldest sections 
of the state and wiiat w^as formerly one 
of the most prosperous. 
It happens that 
news of this action upon the part of the 
national regulatory 
body 
came on the 
same day that the Lincoln Star received 
from a resident of AVynot a letter point­ 
ing out some of the reasons for the aban­ 
donment as w'ell as some of the certain 
results. 
The principal reason that the 60-mile 
railroad has ceased to be profitable, ac­ 
cording to the Wynot correspondent, Is 
that commercial 
truckers 
have 
taken 
away the greater 
part 
of the traffic 
which formerly moved over the line, and 
it is insisted by him that the competition 
of these truckers has been unfair. 
This 
is because they have done hauling at 
prices w'hich w’ould not enable them to 
pay on their equipment and put aside 
sinking funds for depreciation and re­ 
placement. 
But, aside from the inconvenience caus­ 
ed by the abandonment of the road, at­ 
tention is called by the W’ynot man to the 
tremendous loss of tax es w^hich will re­ 
sult and the general wreckage to ensue. 
The direct railroad 
tax 
he 
estimates, 
amounts to nearly $100,000, a portion of 
which will be lost by every county, vil­ 
lage and school district through which 
the road passes. 
Necessarily, grain ele­ 
vators, lumber and coal yards will be 
abandoned, and people will be required 
to haul their products greater distances 
to market, as w^ell as to truck in their 
supplies. 
Then there will be further tax 
losses on lumber, coal and other stocks. 
As a natural result, realty and other 
values in towns 
and 
villages 
will de­ 
crease, thus enhancing the tax burden on 
other classes of property. 
It is a sad 
prospect, but it should occasion no sur­ 
prise. 
People want the railroads w'hen 
they see them vanishing, but apparently 
fail to appreciate them until their aban­ 
donment is threatened. 
Those on the 
Wynot line may have made some saving 
through the patronage 
of 
commercial 
trucks, but it seems inevitable that this 
w'ill be far more than offset through ad­ 
ditional tax es and greater cost as the re­ 
sult of longer hauls on lumber, coal and 
other commodities. 
It w'as a w’ise man

have 
been 
visiting 
some 
dairies lately, but 
not 
the usual 
kind. They are goat dairies. And 
I have become convinced, in spite 
of an original prejudice against it. 
that goat’s milk Is a very useful 
food, not only for norm al 
people 
but also for invalids. 
The 
most 
striking 
thing 
about 
the goat dairies is the possibility 
of 
keeping them absolutely 
clean 
W ith such small anim als, the m ilk­ 
ing sheds are small, easy to keep 
clean, and sanitary conditions gen 
erally are more easily controlled. 
G oat’s milk in appearance, smell 
and taste, is little different from 
cow’s milk. It is a little whiter, due 
to the fact th a t it contains more 
calcium. If the anim als are milked 
under proper and clean conditions, 
the milk has absolutely no color. 
Milk of any kind quickly absorbs 
odors, and the question of getting 
an odorless milk is simply to pro­ 
duce it under absolutely clean con­ 
ditions. 
The principal differences between 
goat's milk and cow’s milk consist, 
in the first place, in th a t goat’s 
milk is alkaline while cow’s milk 
is slightly acid shortly after it is 
left 
to 
stand. 
This 
gives 
goat’s 
milk a slight 
advantage 
in 
the 
trea tm e nt of such things as ulcer 
of the stomach. 
The calcium content 
of 
goat’s 
milk is higher than cow’s milk. 
The fat in goat’s milk does not 
rise to the surface in the form of 
cream because the fst particles are 
sm aller, and it rem ains in suspen­ 
sion. In spite of the fact th a t the 
fat cannot be seen, there is a same- 
w hat larger am ount of butter fat 
in goat’s milk than in cow- s milk. 
The oil globule in goat’s milk is 
less than one-seventh the size ot 
the old globule in cow’s milk. 
Applying these things to practic 
al medicine, it m ight be a pum e d 
that for m any infants, goat’s milk 
would 
protect them 
against 
the 
tendency tow ards rickets and dental 
decay on account of Its high calci­ 
um content. Otherwise, it furnishes 
quite as good a food as cow’s milk 
for -infant feeding. 
G oa's 
are 
not 
subject 
to 
very 
m an y contagious diseases. Tubercu­ 
losis is unknown am ong them . They 
m ust be inspected, of course, for 
the occcurrence of M alta fever or 
so-called undulant fever. This also 
occurs in cows. Several hum an epi­ 
dem ics of the disease have been 
reported 
from 
drinking 
infected 
cow’s milk in this c o u n n y . 
Goal’s milk will probably never 
supplant cov.’s milk as an ordinary 
staple food but, £ ’ I ' a ’- v
